Belleville Police Department joins Mobile Field Force team

If a demonstration or protest happens in 
the city, the Belleville Police Department 
will be able to call in the Western Wayne 
County Mobile Field Force Team. 

At Monday’s regular meeting via Zoom, 
the Belleville City Council approved a 
memo of understanding with the Mobile 
Field Force Team. 

Police Chief Dave Robinson said 
if his department hears of a planned 
demonstration he can give a Code White 
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and 60 people in riot gear, trained in crowd 
control, will come. 

“We don’t have anything in our 
department for crowd control,” he said. 
“This is harnessing the efforts of the team 
in time of need.” 

He said this team was organized 12-15 
years ago by Livonia and Dearborn police 
departments. Now, the team is trying to 
establish an actual budget. He said they are 
working on the budget, but they are assured 
the cost to Belleville to join the team will 
not exceed $1,000 annually. 
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He said he will assign one interested 
officer and the officer will go to four 
trainings a year. When asked if the officer 
was on vacation or maternity leave when 
a demonstration occurred what would 
happen. Chief Robinson said the team 
would come anyway. 

He said the team already has received 
10 approvals of the 18 police departments 
involved. 

Chief Robinson said the officer only has 
to provide a Body Dress Uniform and the 
usual weapons and the team provides the 
riot gear. 

“Its an insurance policy,” Chief 
Robinson said. “All I have to do is pick up 
the phone.” 

Councilman Ken Voigt, a retired 
Belleville police officer, said there was a 
similar experience in the past when there 


were demonstrations at Cracker Barrel. 

“We hopefully will never have to use it,” 
Councilman Voigt said of the team. “It’s an 
insurance policy.” 

Chief Robinson said the officer trained 
would train others in the department. He 
said he received training in crowd control 
when he was in the Dearborn department 
in the early 1990s. 

In other business at the hour-long 
meeting, the council: 

e Approved an amended 2021 City 
Council Meeting Schedule. Planning 
Commissioner Mike Renaud noticed 
some errors and alerted the clerk, so it was 
updated; 

e Approved an agreement for the 
Urban County Community Development 
Block Grant Program, as requested by

Sumpter Twp. shooting suspect has case adjourned to Jan. 13

Dajon Donte Lewis, 18, of Sumpter 
Township was present via Zoom on Jan. 6 
for his probable cause 
conference at 34% 
District Court before 
Judge Tina Brooks 
Green. 

He was arraigned on 
Christmas Day and is 
charged with one count 
of assault with intent to 
do great bodily harm 
less than murder, one 
count of assault with a dangerous weapon 
(felonious assault), and two counts of 
weapons-felony firearm on Dec. 14 in 
Sumpter Township. 

He was being held in the Wayne County 
Jail on $100,000 cash or surety bond. He 
bonded out with the stipulation he must 
wear a tether and have no contact with the 
shooting victim or the home on Edgewood 
Drive where the shooting occurred. 

His appointed defense attorney is 
Kristine Longstreet of the Neighborhood 
Defender Service. Assistant Wayne County 
Prosecutor is Jane Gillis. 

Longstreet said she has received 
discovery from the prosecutor and she 
would like time to meet with her client so 
they can decide what to do. Judge Green 
adjourned the case until 10 a.m. Jan. 13 in 
front of Judge Lisa Martin in courtroom 4 
via Zoom. 

The charges brought against Lewis 
result from an alleged home invasion on 
Dec. 14 in the Rawsonville Woods mobile 
home community on Rawsonville Road. 
Sumpter police said during the incident,

the defendant produced a handgun and 
a struggle ensued which resulted in a 
22-year-old resident of the home being 
shot through the leg. 

The defendant fled the location but 
was located and taken into custody in the 
Ypsilanti area by the Michigan State Police 
Fugitive Team.

At the request of the defense attorney the 
case was adjourned until 10:20 a.m. Jan.

Bond was set at $10,000/10% with a 
stipulation that at release he must have no 
contact with the alleged victim or his home 
on Bog Road. 

His appointed defense attorney is 
Kristine Longstreet of the Neighborhood 
Defender Service. Wayne County Assistant 
Prosecutor is Darrian Fortier.

David Osmond Brown, 53, of Sumpter 
Township attended his Zoom probable 
cause conference Jan. 6 before Judge 
Green on a charge of operating while 
intoxicated — 3" offense on June 25 in 
Sumpter Township.

Judge Green adjourned Clark’s pre-trial 
until 9:10 a.m., March 11, by Zoom before 
Judge Lisa Martin. 

Clark’s defense attorney is John O. 
Knappmann. Officer in charge of the case 
is Sumpter Public Safety Director/Police 
Chief Eric Luke who filed the charge on 
Sept. 29. 


Belleville Clerk/Treas. Chapman gives report on her department

Belleville Clerk / Treasurer Verna 
Chapman gave a 43-minute report on her 
department during a special study session 
held via Zoom before Monday’s regular 
council meeting. 
This report was before the council’s 
annual budget sessions were set to begin. 

In preparation for the report, she said she 
asked department heads to tell “the good, 
bad, and ugly” about her department. 

She said when she came to the position 
she set goals for herself for 30, 60, and 90 
days. She said the first 30 days concentrated 
on the election. The second 30 days was 
focused on who does what, the processes 
they have, and having a notary. 

The next 30 days was to implement the 


process, fine tune her process with the city 
manager and council, and work on a plan 
for a positive customer experience. 
Chapman said she is the only one in the 
clerk’s office and the treasurer’s side has 
Plante Moran, an assessor, and two clerks, 
who receive payments, pay bills, and do 


payroll. 
She said she wants to increase 
accountability. She said the BS&A 


software being used can do much more 
than they are using it for and can help them 
automate just about everything. 

Chapman said she also would like to 
improve security for those entering the 
building and those inside the building, 
making sure everyone’s accountable. 

She said a lot of keys are being used in 
every section. 


As far as the finance department goes, she 
doesn’t want to add human resources, but 
she’d like to improve the training. 

There is one full-time employee for water 
billing and she recommends training to 
improve the billing and customer service 
and make sure it is accurate on the first 
pass. 

Chapman suggested a part-time, shared 
person to assist with clerical tasks and just 
getting the bill out the door. 

“I want to train our staff as water 
professionals,” she said. 
Elections 

Chapman said the next key service is 
elections and they need to identify space 
for voters. She said in the future there will 
be more in-person voting with the law 
changes. She said she would like to have 


a place for them to vote, around city hall. 
And, she would like tabulators in a future 
budget. 

Chapman said an additional employee to 
support the clerk and city manager should 
be hired. She said now the two support 
each other and the city manager can’t 
perform her real work if she is performing 
this clerical work. 

She said this full-time employee could be 
developed into an election official. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said Chapman 
was referring to voting prior to election 
day. He said he’s seen voters sitting around 
tables at city hall, several at once with 
nothing blocking their ballots. 

“We made it work. It served its purpose,” 
Chapman said. “But there is a better way

Cedar Woods assisted living/memory 
residence on the I-94 South Service Drive 
said the staff and residents were getting 
their shots on Tuesday and Wednesday. 

At Monday’s regular meeting of the 
Belleville City Council, the council was 
informed the city has not yet received 
notices on when the vaccine will be 
available here for the public safety officers 
and others. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said the shots are 
being given as available and people are in 
lines a mile long for shots. 

Mayor Pro Tem Jesse Marcotte, a public 
safety officer in Northville Township, said 
he was in a line a mile long to get his shot. 

We’ve had senior citizens calling the 
Independent to ask how to get their shots, 
since the information on the county website 
is useless in finding a location. We’re pretty 
much clueless, as well. 

Gov. Whitmer had announced the state 
gave vaccines to CVS and Walgreens, but 
those stores say they don’t have it yet. St. 
Joseph Mercy Hospital is alerting patients 
that it will let them know when shots will 
be available. Staff is being inoculated first. 

We hope county and state officials work 
out the kinks in their routines and get us the 
shots as soon as possible.

Now participants simply sign up 
with a free account with the Cornell Lab 
and utilize the apps called Merlin Bird ID, 
EBird, and Project Feederwatch itself. The 
apps have tools to help you ID birds and 
are super user-friendly. The activity itself 
next month requires you to simply record 
the number of bird species and birds seen 


in any one given time (a 15-minute session 
is recommended) and record and upload 
your findings. You can observe from the 
comfort of your home through a window 
or a few minutes outside near your feeding 
stations. I haven’t taken part in this event 
in several years and am looking forward to 
it this year. To get started, simply search on 
Google the words Project Feederwatch and 
you’re well on your way. If you’d like to 
take part and don’t want to mess with the 
uploading, send your lists to me with the 
date, time of your session, and your counts 
and I will forward them on. Good luck.

She said 
she had identified cloud-based software 
that allows other people who want that 
information to get it from the cloud.

Marijuana Industry 

Chapman then got to the new marijuana 
industry in the city and noted the operating 
structure is not there.

paperwork, after businesses are selected 
there will be a huge impact on the building 
department, with new buildings going up. 
It will be a big impact on Rick Rutherford, 
building official, and his DPW department. 

This will take a lot of attention for the 
first full year, she said. She said they are 
trying to do everything to the best of their 
ability to avoid litigation. And there will be 
business licenses for all businesses. 

“We’re being very, very cautious to take 
baby steps,” City Manager Kobylarz said, 
referring to the marijuana rules. 

Mayor Pro Tem Jesse Marcotte said he 
would suggested basic training for the 
planning commission and the board of 
zoning appeals to make sure everything is 
consistent. 

“Very good. Consistency is the key,” Clerk 
Chapman agreed. She said in Michigan this 
is unchartered territory as to what works 
and what does not and they have to find as 
much information as possible. 

Hillside Cemetery 

Chapman then went on to Hillside 
Cemetery issues. She said municipal 
cemeteries usually are pretty manageable 
with not a lot of activity. 

But, in light of COVID and the natural 
circle of life, activity at Hillside has picked 
up and there are one or two burials a week. 
She said everyone is looking for space and 
it takes a lot of time. 

She said currently the cemetery does not 
sustain itself and she would like to propose 
price changes at a later date. 

In closing, she said her goal is to 
improve technology, improve safety in 
the workplace, and improve customer 
service, so people have a positive customer 
experience at city hall.

Power said there is an obligation as 
BZA members for individuals to attend a 
minimum of four hours of training each 
year. He said there had been limited training 
available this year because of COVID-19. 

BZA member John Haase asked if there 
is the opportunity for distance training and 
Power said there are virtual workshops 
they can attend and he will alert them to 
opportunities next year. 

BZA member John Herman asked for an 
update on the senior housing on Belleville 
Road. He asked if it was a dead issue 
because the BZA turned down its request 
for a façade that didn’t meet the overlay 
district ordinance. 

“Pd hate to see it die,’ Herman said, 
adding, “It is needed.” 

Power said that is another item that has 
been put on a temporary pause. He said 
besides the façade, there is an issue with 
floor area in the units. He said the project 
was tabled by the planning commission in 
September so that issue could be addressed. 

‘Td hate to see us kill this project,” 
Herman said. 

Power said that’s not the BZA’s job. 

Power thanked former BZA member 
Don Boynton, who was invited to the 
Zoom meeting to say goodbye. As a newly 
elected township trustee, he no longer has 
a seat on the BZA. 

The Jan. 12 meeting of the BZA was 
canceled.
